16 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
17 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

20 (A) [The] SUBJECT TO SUBSECTION (B) OF THIS SECTION, THE Department
21 shall prescribe by regulation the means or weapons for hunting designated wildlife.

22 The Department shall set forth any restrictions relating to weapons used to hunt

23 designated wildlife, including the amount and size of ammunition for designated

24 game birds or mammals. The Department shall make the regulations available for

25 distribution with each hunting license purchased. This section does not authorize the

26 Department to restrict the use of firearms except in the activity of hunting designated

27 wildlife.
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1 (B) EXCEPT ASPROVIDED IN § 10-602(G)(2) OF THISTITLE, THE DEPARTMENT
2 SHALL AUTHORIZE A HOLDER OF A VALID MARYLAND HUNTING LICENSE TOUSE A
3 CROSSBOW DURING ANY HUNTING SEASON ESTABLISHED BY THE DEPARTMENT
4 DURING WHICH THE USE OF A BOW AND ARROW IS AUTHORIZED.
